Paper bags were not made 
until 1852 and not widely used 
for some time after that. The 
popular way was to place a 
sheet of paper on the counter 
and put the goods—~beans, 
sugar, or what have you—in 
the center, then bring the 
paper up around it and crimp 
it to shape it into a bag and tie 
it, 

Bottled ‘‘pop” was not heard 
of, but stores sold the 
ingredients for making birch 
beer, root beer and some 
made hop beer using canned 
malt (really home-brew).
